The  show  is  held  the  first 
weekend  in  October  at  the  Seattle  Trade  Center  on 
the  city's  waterfront.  There  are  135  booths  and 
the  bourse  is  well  lit,  with  windows  running  the 
length  of  the  building.  This  is  a  nice  facility 
and  a  well-run  show.  It  attracts  major  dealers. 

We  chose  Seattle  because  it  has  a  major  airport 
and  the  IASAC  has  never  been  to  the  Northwest. 

And,  Teresa  is  eager  to  promote  the  show  and  has 
offered  free  publicity,  as  well  as  the  use  of  the 
large  meeting  room  adjacent  to  the  bourse  floor. 
She  would  like  to  have  exhibitors  fill  an  unusable 
aisle  near  the  entry,  which  would  be  ideal  for  our 
club  display.

The  International  Association  of  Silver  Art  Collectors  (1ASAC)  was  founded  in  January,  1955,  to  foster  friendship  and  promote  awareness  and  trade  amonj 
the  community  of  silver  art  collectors,  dealers  and  producers.  The  club  was  originally  called  the  International  Association  of  Silver  Bar  Collectors  (IASBC] 
however  the  name  was  changed  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  organization  in  August,  19S5,  to  include  round  collectors  as  well. 

The  club  was  conceived  over  talks  at  the  kitchen  table  of  Steve  and  Agnes  Rood  in  January,  19S5.  One  of  the  organizers  and  the  first  President  was  Ed  Lantz  o 
Bryan,  Ohio.  In  1986,  Will  Rossman  of  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado,  became  President,  and  from  19S7  to  1989,  Duane  Spellman  of  Winnetka,  California,  ran  th 
club  single-handedly.  A  new  slate  of  officers  took  charge  in  19S9,  and  Steve  M.  Rood  of  Harrison  Township,  Michigan,  served  as  President  until  1985.  In  tha 
year,  Jim  Best  of  Lakeland,  Florida,  was  elected  President  Other  officers  include  Richard  DeVries  of  Portage,  Michigan  -  Vice-President,  Nancy  Yee  of  Seattle 
Washington  •  Secretary/Treasurer;  and  Bill  Cassin  of  San  Diego,  California  -  Historian.  Charles  Diehl  of  Rockford,  Illinois,  is  Honorary  Sergeanl-at-Arms. 

Trustees  of  the  organization  are  Michelle  Burke  of  Los  Angeles,  California;  Harv  ey  Chew  of  Seattle,  Washington;  Archie  Kidd  of  Erlanger,  Kentucky; 

Louis  Kretovics  of  Lorain,  Ohio;  and  Duane  Spellman  of  Winnetka,  California. 

Trustee  Duane  Spellman  is  Editor  of  the  club  newsletter,  Tlx  Silver  Bugle,  which  is  published  six  limes  per  year  in  January,  March.  May,  July,  September 
and  November.  The  Bugle  provides  a  forum  for  members  to  meet  and  trade  silver  art  with  one  another.  Members  are  urged  to  participate  by  sending  in 
newsworthy  articles  and  profiles  of  themselves  for  publication. 

The  IASAC  annually  produces  either  a  silver  ingot  or  round  for  its  members,  alternating  between  ingot  or  round  each  year.  The  designs  relate  to  the  location  o 
the  yearly  meeting  or  a  significant  historical  event.  Club  units  have  been  designed  by  various  dub  members  over  the  years  in  competition,  with  the  winne 
receiving  the  first  strike  of  the  medal,  serial  numbered  "COO*.  The  IASAC  sinkings  are  pictured  together  in  the  Revised  Supplement  to  the  5th  Edition  of  Ai 
Indexed  Guide  Book  of  Silver  Arl  Burs.  The  foremost  reference  guide  for  silver  art,  the  book  was  published  in  1993  by  Archie  J.  Kidd  and  edited  by  Steve  M.  Rax 
and  Nancy  Yee. 

The  club  logo  (pictured  above)  was  designed  by  Chris  Drugan,  son  of  the  first  club  Secretary  Judy  Drugan  of  Kent,  Ohio.  The  logo  incorporates  both  the  rounc 
and  rectangle  in  its  design,  with  the  globe  signifying  the  international  aspect  of  the  club  and  the  olive  branches  unifying  the  design. 

The  IASAC  meets  annually  in  conjunction  with  a  major  coin  show  in  a  different  part  of  the  country  so  that  as  many  as  possible  of  our  over  200  members  have . 
chance  to  attend  our  annual  gathering  at  one  time  or  another.  Meeting  sites  have  included:  Las  Vegas,  Cincinatti,  Denver,  Baltimore,  Long  Beach,  Charlotte 
Milwaukee  and  Chattanooga.

THE  IDITAROD  RACE  OFFICIALLY  STARTED  IN  1973  AS  " THE  LAST  GREAT  RACE  ON 
EARTH  \  WITH  22  TEAMS  FINISHING  OUT  OF  34  STARTING .  AND  A  WINNING  TIME  OF  32
